I door recreation, the protection 
of wildlife, and a host of other 
'natural values. 
“If those of us who are dedi­ 
cated to conservation are to 
properly serve our growing pop­ 
ulation, as well as later genera­ 
tions, then we must provide for 
the multiple use of our re­ 
sources 
in ways that insure 
their renewal for future use 
Nearly three-fourths of the 


cost-share payments 
verted land. Those who agree to 
permit free public access for 
fishing, 
hunting, 
hiking, 
and 
trapping in accordance with ap­ 
propriate state and federal reg­ 
ulations, may get an additional 
per-acre payment. 
Secretary Freeman said he 
would appoint a wildlife advi­ 
sory board to recommend the 
most effective procedures for 
expanded use of surplus crop 
acreage in fostering wildlife and 
increasing hunting and fishing 
recreational opportunities. 
In general, operating farms 
which

Exceptions to this general rule 
are farms which have changed 
ownership by will or succession 
due to the previous owner’s 


as late as Dec. 31, 1964, to par­ 
ticipate, under certain circum­ 
stances. 
Farmers who participate will 
receive payments based on the 
past use and the productivity 
of 
the 
land. 
For 
land 
that 
would otherwise produce wheat, 
corn, grain sorghum or barley, 
the annual payment per acre 
will be 40% of the county price- 
support loan rate times 
the 
farm yield for the crop. Pay 
ments on cotton, peanuts, rice 
and tobacco land will be at the 
farm yield times the following 
rates: cotton (upland and ELS), 


6c a pound; peanuts, 3.5c a 
pound; rice, $ 1 a hundredweight 
and tobacco, from 6c to 12c a 
pound depending on the kind. 
After placing all of his acre­ 
age of 1 or more of the above 
surplus crops in the program, 
the 
farmer may offer other 
cropland. Rates for this crop­ 
land will range nationally from 
$3 to $7 an acre.

Never flush unwanted pesti­ 
cides into a sewage or septic 
I tank system. 
Many of these 
materials might stop the bac­ 
terial action in a septic tank 
system and besides not working 
properly, it could cost you a 
considerable sum to get it clean­ 
ed out and in working condi­ 
tion. Some of the other m ater­ 
ials, if placed in a sewage sys-' 
tern, could pass through all ofl 
the filtering system and not on 
v contaminate water supplies, 
nit do damage to fish and other 
water life. 
All ‘empty’ containers should 
be discarded Break any glass 
containers and put them in the 
trash can 
A good method of 
loing this is to wrap them in 
several 
thicknesses of 
news­ 
paper first, then break them 
and put the entire package in 
the trash can 
Puncture and 
crush metal containers prior to 
disposal. 
As 
an 
alternative, 
bury the containers, 
covering 
them with at least 18" of soil 
There is one exception to all 


rules for disposing of unwanted 
pesticide containers and that is 
the nerosal can or “bomb.” 
Dispose of these cans “as is” , ! 
never under any circumstances 
burn or puncture the can 
If you have paper containers 
to dispose of, do so by burning 
them on a day with little or no 
wind Do not breathe the smoke 
Start a test fire first to see 
where the smoke may be drift­ 
ing— do not expose yourself or 
others to the smoke. Bury the 
ashes from the fire in a pit as 
you do the* pesticides. Having 
disposed of the empty contain­ 
ers. collect any remaining con­ 
tainers, and store them under 
lock and key away from open 
flame and moisture, food, feed 
and seed. Store only those pes 
ticides that have a complete la­ 
bel attached to the container

Texas, wrote in his journal: 
“There were on the banks of 
this river many nuts, which the 
i Indians ate 
in 
their 
season, 
coming from 20 to 30 leagues 
round about. There, nuts were 
much smaller than those of 
Spain.” 
This was in 1533, so the pecan 
found its place in leterature 
nearly a century before the ar­ 
riv a l of the pilgrims. 
The pecan has become one of 
the most important foods con­ 
tributed by the North American 
continent to international cui- 
jsine.

"Planned Over" 
Turkey Treats 


by Judy Fleming, County 
Home Demonstration Agent 
What a boon “ planned-over 
turkey is to the homemaker 
whose budget is already strain­ 
ed because of heavy holiday 
demands. 
. 
Smart shoppers always buy 
a much larger bird than they 
need for the major meal so 
that thev can “ plan” at least 
three other meals around tur­ 
key. 
Here’s how trained poultry 
inspectors of the Consumer and 
Marketing Service handle “ plan­ 
ned over” turkey. 
Remove the meat from the 
bone and from any dressing. 
Separate the white meat from 
the 
dark, 
because 
each 
is 
handled differently. 
White meat is the best for 
hot turkey sandwiches, turkey 
cutlets or turkey a la king, so 
it should be packaged with 
these dishes in mind and then 
tightly wrapped and frozen. 
Dark meat needs the flavor 
of vegetables and spices to en-' 
hance it, so it is best for stew, 
hash or pie. 
Most chefs prefer to make 
these dishes as soon as possible 
and then freeze them for future 
I use. 
Use your favorite recipe for 
turkey stew, hash or pie. Cool 
the dish quickly. This helps 
keep the natural flavor, color 
and texture of the food. Also,
